Thank you for the information that you sent. I have most of it, except for a 
few names and dates. One of my cousins sent me a list of Tisdales that, I guess, 
have been handed down through the families. Most of the names are the same as the 
ones you sent. There is no marriage dates, and in some cases no year of birth for 
the spouse. Your book has been a big help to me there, I will check into the 
film lending source as soon as I can find one. When I started working on my family 
tree I did not realize there was so many Tisdales. My grandparents were Oliver C. 
and Edith Martha Tisdale. I think they had about 16 children or more. I knew very 
little about the family. since my parents were divorced when I was only two years old. 
As I said before. Willie Mae Wade has been a help to me also. 


I am sending vou back the list that you sent me. with the additions that I had. 
I also typed up another sheet of other children of some of the ones on the list. 
After I did this I realized that the book only covered the years 1827-1880, so these 
names may be of no use to youe I have a good many more families, if you ever do need 
them. My sources have been census records, marriare record and cemeterv record books 
also Morman records and other books. If you find any errors please let me know, I 
have tried to be as accurate as possible. but there is always room for errors. 


I will get in touch with Mrs Strickland about the Langston—Wade data soon. 
There is some information in the !Knight Family Book'. but no background on the 
Langstons,

This is in response to your letter of December 20, 1985. 


According to my notes, William Fountain of Jones Co is listed on page 69 of 
the Mississippi 1830 Census by Irene S. and Norman E. Gillis. Thank you for 
Mrs. Coyne's address; I'll write her about the Fountains. 


In the notes under Malcolm Gillis in my letter of November 29, I stated 
that Pleasant T. Gillis divorced his first wife, Sarah Mixon. I should have put 
the word, divorced, in quotation marks. 


We are not sure exactly what happened between Pleasant and Sarah, i.e. whe- 
ther he obtained a legal divorce from her or whether he simply abandoned her and 
their son (John Maleelm Gillis), considering himself thereafter "divorced" pos- 
sibly because their marriage had not been "officially" recorded in any way. We 
do know that Sarah was not happy with the situation and attempted to take some 
sort of action against Pleasant. As a consequence, he left the area and moved 
around a good bit in southern Mississippi, working sometimes as a schoolteacher. 
One of my mother’s siblings (I'm not sure now who) did have a letter to Pleasant 
from a relative in Mississippi written in the 1870's or 1880's (I'm not sure now 
when), in which the relative advised Pleasant that it was 0.K. now for him to 
come back home for a visit because Sarah was no longer mad at hin, 


My mother still has the birth and marriage record page from the family bi- 
ble of Pleasant and Mary Frances, the only part of the bible still existing. 
According to it, they were married on December 11, 1861, location not given. 


Thanks for mentioning Mrs, Wade. I've already written her and received 
some interesting information back from her on the Tisdales. Mrs. Edwards also 
sent me a note and the address of another possible source. 

Your offer to send any further data you find on the families in which I'm 
interested is well appreciated. Please let me know when your book on marriages 
in Jones Co is published.
